70% of New Firms 
Incorporated Are of 
Los Angeles County 

For the second successive 
month all records were broken in 
the formation of new California 
corporations, it was announced to¬ 
day by Frank M. Jordan, Secre¬ 
tary of State. 

During the month of January 
884 new corporations qua’ified to 
conduct business in California, 32 
per cent higher than December, 
a record breaker with 668 and 625 
more than the 259 for January, 
1945, an increase of 241 per cent.

The Emerald Isle — Fate Of 
Clonmacnoise The death of the 
last king of the Irish, Roderick 
O’Conor (alias—in Gaelic — 
Ruadri Ua Concobair) occurred 
at the abbey of Cong, a little 
way up the Shannon from Cloi- 
•'-■aenoise. "There,” writes Sir 
William Wilde, famous Irish sur¬ 
geon and geographer, "as a re¬ 
cluse untrammelled by the weight 
of State affairs, and possiblv un¬ 
affected by the quarrels of his 
chieftains and kinsfolk, the Last 
Monarch of Ireland, abdicating 
his authority because the country 
no longer supported him, died, a 
sad but fitting and prophetic em¬ 
blem of the land over which he 
had ruled.” A "prophetic em¬ 
blem." indeed, of a people of 
vhom it has been said that every ‘ 
man wants to be a king and 
every other man claims to be de- 
I scended from one! But the end 
of the monarchy had no appreci¬ 
able effect upon the brilliant 
clerical community at Clonmac¬ 
noise. where Concobair was laid 
to rest, for the Church Universal 
was still at that time more power¬ 
ful as a solvent and had a more 
constant vitality than any of the 
nine kingdoms of Europe. 

Legend says, probably without 
undue exaggeration, that during 
its long existence the college at 
Clonmacnoise taught the arts and 
gentle manners to thousands of 
the sons of noblemen and others. 
Apparently there were also an 
abbey and monastery of St. 
Ciarain, as well as the residence 


abundantly supplied; enough for 
him was the conviction, that at 
the approach of the barbarous 
spoiler he could retreat, with his 
vestments and holy things, by 
means of a ladder, into the round 
tower, through its high-placed 
door; from thence to see his hum¬ 
ble cell committed to the flames, 

I there to bear the privations he 
was so well accustomed to, until 
the ravagers retreated, and the 
tyranny was overpast." Here 
again we see strikingly exempli¬ 
fied the fact that the love of, 
I peace and a harmless life were 
then, no more than now, a pro-j 
| tection against greed and malig- 
; nity in a world so largely ruled 
by tooth and claw. 

But Nature's mute tributes are | 
there to soften the harsh out¬ 
lines of ruin at Clonmacnoise— | 
mosses and lichens and other 
green things that thrive in the 
sun, the wind, and the rain. My! 
only visible souvenir of that! 
quiet spot is a dried spray of j 
small yellow blooms of the aster 
plucked from a cranny in the j 
castle wall that day. And at 
this moment as I contrast the j 
wreckage which violence alwavs 
makes with the patient and con¬ 
tinuous replacements of Nature 
in her quieter moods I am re¬ 
minded of that stanza from Ten¬ 
nyson which poses a question that 
will probably survive all other 
questions—and possibly man him¬ 
self : 

"Flower in the crannied wall, I 

I pluck you out of the crannies, j 

I hold you here, root and all, 
in my hand. 

Little flower— but if I could 
understand 

What you are, root and all, and 
all in all. 

I should know what God and 
man is.”

In announcing that wives and other dependent reic 
soon join the soldiers overseas, where conditions permit, 
Department undoubtedly hoped to ease the terrific pre 
on it by servicemen and their families for speedier r( 
demobilization. 

But so many "its" and "buts" have been attached tc 
plan that already there are rumblings of dissatisfact; 
indicate more trouble for the War Department when 
has been fully analyzed by the troops and their families 

For instance, the provision that relatives can go to 
or Japan only when there is adequate housing, food an< 
care available in fhe area where they would live aut 
puts a severe crimp in the whole scheme. If no effort w 
by the Army to provide these facilities—and it isn t cle 
moment if fhe Army will—dependents could be barred 
cupied countries almost indefinitely. 

Then too, the traditional Army system which in this 
quires all men below the top three grades of sergear 
the cost of fheir dependents' transportation while the t 
those of higher rank will have their fares paid by U 
simply doesn't set well. And it will keep many wives 
unless Congress changes this arrangement. Added to 
the regulation that soldiers, in order to get priority tran 
for their families, must agree to stay overseas for at 
more years. 

So it looks like wives and other dependents in large 
will be—staying home. And our guess is that the Wa 
ment will hear from them—and not in happy tones.
